The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease 
of  the  circulatory  system,  including  heart 
disease,  which  accounted  for  40  of  the  J6  deaths, 
which  is  52 *6°/°  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  was 
responsible  for  13  deaths,  which  is  of 

all  deaths. 

The  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  we re  2,  a rate 
of  .26  per  1000  of  the  population,  showing  no 
change  from  the  year  194$°  The  Tuberculosis 
Death  Ra-.e  for  England  and  Wales  is  0.45  per 
1000  of  the  population  for  the  year  1949* 

Again  there  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Childbirth  or 
conditions  associated  with  Childbirth. 

The  District  was  comparatively  healthier 
than  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  with  respect 
to  Infectious  Diseases.  For  instance,  the 
rate  for  Measles  was  O.39  per  1000  in  Buckley, 
as  compared  with  8.95  per  1000  for  England  and 
Wales. 

In  conclusion,  Miss  Catherall  md  Gentle- 
men, I must  thank  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  helpful  co-operation 
during  the  year,  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Hughes,  for

WATER  - The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Hawarden  and 
District  Waterworks  Company.  This  Company  impounds  upland 
water  in  the  Mountains  at  Ci'lcain  about  10  miles  away  from 
Buckley.  The  water  is  clarified,  softened,  filtered  and 
chlorinated  before  delivery  to  service  reservoirs  at  Buckley, 
In  July  it  was  found  that  water  was  becoming  contaminated 
with  surface  coliforms  in  the  reservoir  at  Buckley,  that  is 
to  say,  that  the  water  was  a Grade  I water  before  entering 
she  reservoir  but  that  shore  was  coliform  contamination  after 
storage.  The  situation  was  dealt  with  by  the  installation  of 
tt  Chlorinator  at  the  Reservoir  with  one  result  that  for  a 
time  there  were  complaints  of  a "taste  in  the  water"  due  to 
over  chlorination.  The  Hawarden  Waterworks  Company'  took 
immediate  steps  to  cover  the  Reservoirs  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  one  Reservoir  was  completely  covered.  The  covering 
of  the  second  Reservoir  is  proceeding  and  it  will  be  com- 
pleted in  the  early  months  of  1950*  The  samples  of  water 
taken  subsequent  to  the  covering  of  the  Reservoir  have  been 
satisfactory.
